All Time Record 
High For Calif, 

California motorists used 
821.45 million gallons of 
gasoline during Februa r y 
1977 for a record high for 
that month. 

George R. Reilly, mem¬ 
ber, State Board of equaliza¬ 
tion, reported that gasoline 
usage for February 1977 
was 1.2 per cent higher than 
for February 1976. 

However, Reilly said, the 
amount of gasoline con¬ 
sumed for February was 6.9 
per cent lower than for Jan¬ 
uary 1977. 

Gasoline distribution data 
show taxable sales by distri¬ 
butors to retail out lets, 
brokers, and certain other 
distributors. Refiners, im¬ 
porters, and wholesale dis¬ 
tributors pay 7 -cents -per- 
gallon tax on their distribu¬ 
tion to retailers. The State 
Board of Eq.uallzation ad¬ 
ministers that fuel tax. 

Reilly said that Califor¬ 
nia’s revenue for February 
from that tax was $57.5 mil¬ 
lion.
